and levy was unéonstitutional. The com- 
pany prayed a rehearing, and tf is to the 
question whether the case should be re- 
opened that the brief before us is nere 
particularly addressed. 

The first point taken in the brief is, that 
the Garrard County Court cannot question 
the constitutionality of the statute, but 
that this can be done only by the tax- 
payers in propria persona. Authorities are 


cited to show that the courts uniformly 


refuse to allow the constitutionality of a 
statute to be assailed by any but a party in 
interest. To this rule there is one excep- 
tion, Where persons acting in à repre- 

sentative capacity have attempted to do 
something which the Legislatcre either 
has not authorized, or had no constitu. 
tional power to authorize, they can plead 
that the act was in excess of their author- 
ity. But the present case does not come 
within the exception, so far as the point on 
which the tormer opinion of the court was 
based is concerned. For the ground taken 
by the court is, not that the Legislature 
could not authorize the County Court to 
determine the extent and sufficiency of the 
peculiar local interest, but that the County 
Court made a mistake in fact as to the ex- 
tent of that interest.

The Failure of Amadeute 

The latest cable advices show that the 
position of King Auanzo, of Spam, 
is becoming more difficult and un- 
tenable every day. As we had predicted, 
the young Italian shows himself utterly 
meapable of restoring order and quiet to 
that distracted country. If the person to 
whom he owes his crown, Marshal Pa, 
had not been tora from him on. the very 
day that he entered his new country, there 
might have been some chance for him. He 
would have then been only a crowned 
puppet, a tool in the bands of an all-pow- 
erful minister, whose energy and force of 
will would have in some measure compelled 
the resisting elements of the population to 
render him obedience. But the murder ot 
Prim threw bim at once on his own 
resources, and we must confess that he 
bas shown himself still less adequate to 
his task than we had at first expected. 

After the novelty of the thing had dis- 
appeared, after he had exhausted the 
honors and offices he had at his disposal, 
the Spaniards began to look upon him 
with leas ſavorable eyes, and to wish him 
back to his paternal palace. It is true 
the elections for the Cortes résulied in a 
majority for the new government, but mail 
advices irom Spain indicate that this re- 
sult was obtained only by as outrageous a 
system of terror and intimidation as was 
ever practiced at any eléction. The op- 
_position candidates and leaders were in 
many places killed at the polls, their ad- 
berente driven away by force of arms 
by government mobs, who even 
broke inte private houses to prosecute 
their murderous work. All these crimes 
are said to have been committed at the 
instigation of royal agents. At any rate, 
it is certain that the perpetrators were suf- 
fered to go without pumshment. 
This explains fully the indignation of 
the Radicals and Carlist members of the 
Cortes, who insist on the dethronement ot 
the new King. Besides this the conduct 
of the new Queen, who has thrown ber- 
self entirely into the arms ot the priests, 
and uses her whole influence in their 
favor, renders the royal family still more 
unpopular, particularly as the Queen 
favors all the former creatures of the vir-
